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Worst storm in DTE history leaves tri-community powerless

About 12 hours of hurricane-force winds 
on Wednesday, March 8, left the Belleville, 
Van Buren Township, and Sumpter 
Township areas without power — some 
through Monday, March 13, and beyond. 

DTE announced this was the worst storm 
for the company in its 100-year history 
and the tri-community was the worst-hit 
in Michigan. Electrical companies from 
surrounding states poured into the area 
to help. The first priority was getting the 
downed electrical lines secured. Then it 
was getting power back to some 700,000 
customers. 

Police and fire fighters were kept 
busy tending to live wires and blocked 
roadways. 

At about 3 p.m. March 8 in the midst of 
the windstorm, at Willow Run Airport in 
Van Buren Township, a chartered MD83 
that was to take the University of Michigan 
basketball team and band to Washington, 
D.C. for a playoff game skidded off the

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Supervisor McNamara tells of new grants for Van Buren Township

After all the business was done at the 
March 7 regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees, 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara had some 
announcements. 

He said the township got a $30,000 Parks 
and Recreation grant for the Iron Belle 
Trail to begin the easement process for a 
trail along East Huron River Drive from 
the Metro Park entrance to the Belleville 
City limits. 

Supervisor McNamara said he would like 
it to continue on the other side of the city to 
Rawsonville Road. 

The Iron Belle Trail is a trail that runs 
from Belle Isle Park in Detroit to Ironwood 
in the Upper Peninsula. This 1,273 hiking 
trail is 72% complete and is the longest 
designated state trail in the nation. A 774- 
mile biking route is also a part of the project 
and it is 58% complete. 

CDBG summer works grant 

Supervisor McNamara also announced 
that the township received a $50,000 
summer works program grant. 

He said they were hoping to pair this 
with another grant and it was being kept 


secret. He explained that 10% of the 
federal Community Development Block 
Grant funds were being retained by the 
county to put together grants for housing 
rehab for low to moderate income property 
owners through the Wayne Metropolitan 
Community Action Agency. 

He said just before the township meeting 
he went backstage in Dearborn where 
County Executive Warren Evans was 
getting ready to give his state of the county 
address. He said he asked Evans if he could 
announce the grant that VBT was a part of 
and Evans said he could. 

He said VBT got together with four other 
communities — Huron Township, City of 
Belleville, Sumpter Township, and Garden 
City — for the Western Wayne Region 
Housing Rehab Program. 

This community group received $300,000 
to share. McNamara said VBT Treasurer 
Sharry Budd was on the committee to 
select the winners. 

Ron Akers, VBT director of planning and 
economic development, said the agency 
also offers access to building services 
and income counseling for low-moderate 
income residents. 

Treasurer Budd said July 1 is the beginning 


Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara read a lengthy proclamation 
to mark the retirement of Sophia Zoller 
after 28 years of service as one of the 
original members of the VBT Downtown 
Development Authority.

of the CDBG year and so that’s when the 
money would be available. 

“Thanks to the supervisor for going after 
these grants,” said Trustee Reggie Miller. 


McNamara said the township doesn’t 
get all $300,000 in that CDBG grant and 
has to share it with the other four. But the 
community that spends it first gets it, he 
said. 

He said there are more interesting reports 
coming in the future. 

In other business at its March 7 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Trustee Miller announce that 
ALDIPs grand opening was set for March 
9. She said she had contacted ALDI and 
asked them to come, originally suggesting 
the former Farmer Jack building; 

e Approved the last step needed to get 
Menard into construction of its new 
building just north of Walmart — special 
land use for ahome improvement store with 
outdoor sales and storage of landscaping 
and home improvement supplies. Trustee 
Paul White made the motion to approve, 
saying “I am especially proud to make the 
motion.” Trustee White said in 2010 he 
called Menard in Wisconsin and started 
the process that eventually led to Menard 
building in VBT. “Nobody’s happier than 
I am,” he said;

Belleville planners tie 4-4 on Davenports’ request for special use

The Belleville Planning Commission 
locked in a 4-4 tie, which meant Davenport 
Development LLC did not get approval to 
construct a building at 337 Main Street for 
two service businesses. 

The ordinance calls for 50% retail and 
there was no retail proposed. 

At its regular meeting on March 9, the 
commission considered Davenport’s 
application for special approval/use for 
the building and after more than an hour of 
discussion voted. 

Commissioner John Juriga made the 
motion to grant Davenport a special use 
permit at 337 Main Street for professional 
administrative office uses. It was seconded 
by vice-chair Michael Hawkins. Voting yes 
were Juriga, Hawkins, Michael Renaud 
and Randy Priest. Voting no were Henry 
Kurczewski, Matthew Wagner, Becky 
Hasen, and chairman Jones. 

At the last meeting, commissioner Kelly 
Bates announced she would not be at the 
March 9 meeting because she was going to 
Florida. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said 
Davenport could appeal the vote and ask 
for another vote at a meeting where all the 
members were present. 

Davenport’s architect Wayde Hoppe 
presented the proposal for the 5,600 square 


foot building on .32 acre, which now is 
vacant. Davenport closed on the property 
purchase on Dec. 16, 2016 from Russell 
H. and Ada K. Minges for a total cost of 
$45,000. 

The proposed use was 1,866 square feet 
for Edward Jones investment advisors and 
3,734 square feet for Moving the Mitten 
real estate group. Number of employees on 
largest shift was three at Edward Jones and 
five at Moving the Mitten. Hours proposed 
were 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. Fourteen parking 
spaces are planned in the rear with the 
dumpster and its enclosure in one. Entry to 
parking is through the alley. 

“We stuck to our master plan on other 
blocks,” said chairman Jones in beginning 
the discussion, adding the commission was 
reminded by the planning consultant of the 
dangers of spot zoning. 

“How can that be spot zoning?” asked 
vice-chairman Hawkins. He pointed out 
the goal is a walkable downtown. He said 
all the retail stores downtown close at 6 
p.m., “except for the liquor stores.” 

“I’m concerned that we have vacant 
buildings downtown,” said commissioner 
Hasen. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said 
Kassab’s place is uninhabitable right now 
and, “We have things going on with that.” 

“In the ‘70s there was Ballard Florist, 
a car dealership and other buildings and 


then it was decided to put a big bank on 
the whole city block,” said Hasen. “Times 
have changed... I’d rather have Crafted on 
Main Street.” 

The Davenport representative said a lot 
of Crafted’s customers come from those 
visiting the Secretary of State in that 
shopping strip. 

“I sell houses, the most expensive item 
you can buy,” said Therese Antonelli of 
Moving the Mitten, suggesting real estate 
was retail. 

“I don’t like one business moving from 
one spot to another on Main Street,” 
commissioner Juriga said, noting the 
Mitten is already on Main Street. 

Architect Hoppe pointed out that this is 
a company that is tripling its space from 
1,300 to 3,600 square feet. 

“New construction tends to have a 
magnetizing effect,’ Hoppe said. 

Chairman Jones said he is hoping that 
another business, without a special use 
permit, will come along. With the new 
library coming, perhaps someone will want 
to be near the library. 

“We have two tenants who want to move 
to Main Street,’ Hoppe stressed. 

“We granted special approval to Burhop,” 
Hawkins said, referring to Burhop’s 
expansion on Davis Street. 

City Manager Kollmeyer asked Antonelli 
if she wants to expand and she replied that 


they really needed a lot more room. She 
now is at 245 Main. 

“I heard that Safety Track, my neighbor, 
may be moving,” she replied, noting it 
turned out Safety Track is not moving and 
she is between a great chiropractor and 
Safety Track, with no room to expand. 

Antonelli said she was searching Van 
Buren Township and talked to developers 
and went to Cherry Hill in Canton. Then 
someone told her to talk to Davenport and 
she did. 

She said a retail company can’t afford the 
rent of this new building, but she can. 

“There’s not even a little bit of retail in 
there,” Jones said. “For a special use, you’d 
have to be close.” 

“We tried to get retail, tried to buy a 
franchise and we were turned down twice,” 
said the Davenport representative. 

“This community will not support retail,” 
said a second woman from Moving the 
Mitten. “We are busting at the seams.” 

She said people from out of town come 
to their business and rave about Belleville, 
which they didn’t know about before, and 
they go to the restaurants here. 

“I appreciate you,” Jones said. “The 
problem is with Davenport. They have two 
offices and no retail. We gave them one 
story [instead of the required two stories]. 
Now they want it changed again.”

Library project 
delayed by storm, 
contract approval 


The electrical power outage at the Belleville 
Area District Library March 8 caused a 
delay in approving a contract with selected 
construction manager O’Neal Construction 
of Ann Arbor. 

At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the library 
board, chairwoman Sharon Peters explained 
that the power outage delayed a meeting 
concerning the contract and then the library 
attorney John Day had an emergency and 
had to leave town. 

The library board expected to have a 
proposed contract to approve with O’Neal 
at Tuesday’s meeting, but it didn’t. Three 
O’Neal representatives attended the meeting 
anyway to introduce themselves to the board 
and to say they would be willing to attend 
any special meetings set. 

The board expects a building committee 
meeting with its attorney and O’Neal 
representatives. A special board meeting 
was set for 7:30 p.m. April 4, to finalize the 
contract so they can get started. 

It’s mostly an AIA standard contract, but 
Day wanted to figure out which AJA version 
was best for Belleville. 

“Tm the last one to try to slow things 
down,” said chairwoman Peters, “but we 
have to take our attorney’s advice. 

She said they were “just a half step behind 
where we intended to be.” Architect Dan 
Whisler said he expects the ceremonial 
groundbreaking to be in early 2018, but there 
will be digging around before then. The $14 
million bond sale is April 10. The project is 
inching forward.

The National Council for Home Safety 
and Security announced its Safest Cities 
in Michigan for 2017.

Our tri-community didn’t make the Top 5 
or the Top 50, either. 

To identify the safest cities in Michigan, 
the council reviewed the most recent FBI 
Uniform Crime Report statistics along 
with its own population data and internal 
research. It eliminated any cities that failed 
to submit a complete crime report to the FBI 
and removed cities with populations under 
5,000. The City of Belleville population is 
around 4,000. 

When the windstorm knocked out power 
last Wednesday, the Van Buren Public Schools 
closed school for Thursday and Friday, which 
ruined a lot of events. Some schools had to 
cancel their guest reader day and Owen’s 
Career Day was cancelled, as well. They are 
in the process of rescheduling. 
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It was announced at Monday’s school board 
meeting that the Belleville High School 
football team has been invited to play at the 
University of Michigan football stadium on 
Aug. 24. Mark it on your calendar. It’ll be a 
good time to see the stadium if you haven’t 
already been. 

Also School Supt. Pete Kudlak said they 
had six people stay overnight at the Belleville 
High School Warming Center the first night, 
and 15 stayed the second night. He said 
some people just came in to take showers, 
charged up their cell phones or tablets and 
then went home to care for their pets in their 
dark homes. 

He said one night a church brought over 
some food, which was nice. 

The Warming Center shut down on Sunday 
since people stopped coming. 

Police and fire fighters throughout the area 
also made well-being checks on people they 
knew were alone and maybe in need of some 
help. 

At Sumpter Township’s meeting on 
Tuesday, it was announced a township 
employee took two senior citizens into the 
employee’s home to keep them warm until 
the power went back on. The employee 
wishes to remain anonymous. 

Angela Nettro reports that she, too, was 
threatened over the internet by someone 
who used the same details and language 
that someone used against Van Buren Public 
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School Board of Education president Keith 
Johnston when he was threatened. 

She said at first she was startled and 
frightened, but then figured out it was a 
scam. The guy said he was in a local motel 
and was watching her every move — just like 
the guy who threatened 
Keith had emailed. 

Judge Oakley told 
Keith he was sure it 
was a scam and he was 
right. 

Somebody was just 
trying to scare people 
half to death and get 
them to send money. Easier than getting a 
job, I guess. 


At Tuesday’s library board meeting, 
architect Dan Whisler said that a lot of the 
storm water catch basins are all “silted out” 
at the site for the future new library — mostly 
in the alleyway. He said he has to get more 
information on the catch basins — about 
where they go. 

They may be “feeding something 
downstream” and the library may have to 
clean them out. Or, perhaps, those catch 
basins can all be torn out. More information 
is needed before they start catch basin 
work. 

In another matter, library board member 
John Juriga said the Methodist Church, 
across the street from the library, has given 
library patrons permission to use its parking 
lot during library construction.

“It’s really not working as well as we 
hoped,” said commissioner Renaud, 
referring to the requirement for 50% retail 
per block. He suggested tweaking the 
definition for retail to include restaurants. 
“Holding it to that plan may not be the 
wisest thing in this city.” 

Hawkins said the commission has control 
of what this building will look like and it 
could be retail in the future. 

“Special use is forever,” Jones stated. 

“Looking at Gary Snarski’s building 
[Century 21], it is big and he doesn’t need 
it that big,” Hasen said. “I hope you can 
stay downtown.” 

“Tf I need less space, I’ll go to Davenport 
and ask to sublet 1,800 square feet for 
retail,” Antonelli said, noting it is being 
built for three businesses. 

Hoppe said that lenders for construction 
projects need tenants for the buildings. 

“We’ve got two tenants,” Hoppe said. 
“Do you want a new building?” 

Jones said this would set a precedent and 
the next person who comes in might want, 
and might get, a special use approval. 

“We haven’t had great success with this 
rule,” Renaud said. “These are two quality 
businesses. Edward Jones is not a flash in 
the pan and the Mitten is going strong and 
may cut back in the future.” 

Commissioner Juriga said eight or nine 
years ago, Hoppe drew a plan for a building 
and the city wanted brick. The owner said 
no because it added too much cost and 
moved out of town. Juriga said he talked 
to the man and he said it was the brick that 
stopped the project. 

Commissioner Priest said the commission 
should try to stay as flexible as it can. 

Jones said the planning consultant said the 
commission could put conditional special 
use on it that expires after a few years. 

Hoppe said it could be that if a tenant 
leaves it would revert to the original rules. 

Jones said special use stays with the 
property. He used Five Points as an example 
that got special use approval to sell a few 
cars and “now there’s not such a nice group 
of cars.” 

Rutherford said when that property 
goes vacant they can’t increase the 
nonconformity. 

“You’re concerned about the loan,” 
Hawkins said to Hoppe. 

“And, paying off the loan,” 
replied. 

“Would the planning commission be 
amiable to approving based on special 
use expiring when the tenant leaves?” 
Kollmeyer asked. 

Commissioner Wagner, who is the 
chairman of the committee working on an 
updated master plan, referred to the master 
plan. 

“People say what we tried didn’t work,” 
Wagner said. “With what the nation and 
community has been through recently ... 
Rome wasn’t built in a day... Someone 
offers us a golden apple and says take it. 
The city is two square miles. We only have 


Hoppe 


so many spaces. 

“Not every town can be a Plymouth or 
a Royal Oak ... We have the only lake 
in Wayne County ... We’re close to two 
expressways, two airports ... We have to 
think of the long-range effect ... It’s not 
that we’re destitute for cash,” Wagner 
said. 

Hoppe said it should have worked. He 
said he has been working here since 1998. 
The building at 337 Main burned in 2003. 
He said the owner wanted to rebuild and 
couldn’t afford to — and that was 14 years 
ago. 

“Someone is willing to build and it will 
be beautiful,’ Hoppe said. 

Jones said he hasn’t seen what it’s going 
to look like and Hoppe said they haven’t 
been through the site plan review and 
haven’t done the drawing. 

“I would urge you not to make a decision 
because you think it’s not going to be as 
beautiful as you think it should be,” Hoppe 
said. 

Priest said the town has a new high school 
and a new library is coming. 

“Maybe we haven’t hit the top of our 
game yet,” Priest said. 

“That school has been up five years,” 
Hoppe pointed out. 

Wagner said this is the second exception 
requested for the project and who knows 
what other exception will be needed, such 
as parking. 

Hoppe said that was true and, “I agree 
we’re asking for concessions. We’ve seen 
what happened at Michigan Avenue and 
Belleville Road, sucking the development 
away.” 

He said they couldn’t afford a two-story 
building and they can’t find retail. 

Renaud said he’s been here 17 years and 
only one building has gone up and some 
have gone down. 

“We need something,” Renaud said. “Both 
businesses will bring people to downtown. 
We should seize this opportunity to get 
more buildings on Main Street. 

“It’s not a huge lot — one-third of an acre. 
It may have parking-related issues...” 
Renaud said. 

“Caused by our ordinance,” 
said. 

“Tt’s not all of our downtown,” Renaud 
said. “It’s one-third of an acre.” 

“I’m afraid it will set a precedent, 
said. 

“We have the opportunity to get a building 
built,” Hawkins said. “We’ll stick with the 
aesthetics we want.” 

“We’re talking about an office that closes 
at 5 p.m.,” Jones said. 

“All these retail stores are closing because 
shopping now is being done on line,” Juriga 
said. “That’s my concern.” 

Hoppe said they first came to the city 
in December and there were reports in the 
paper, but retailers did not contact them. 

Juriga said there was enough talking and 
so he made the motion to approve, which 
ended in a stalemate. 

Antonelli said her current lease is up in 
June and this decision could cost Davenport 
a tenant.

“It had no retail component at all,” Jones 
insisted. 

Antonelli said she put in the popup shop 
to show Belleville what could be done and 
it was never for the money. 

“I lost my ass in those popup shops,” 


Antonelli said. 

At the end of the meeting, Renaud said 
while he knows some of the members were 
standing on principle, “I think we did an 
injustice to three local businesses. I hope 
we don’t lose them.” 

“It’s always good to have a spirited 
discussion,” Jones said. 

Also at the March 9 meeting, Kollmeyer 
announced that Ron Akers, Van Buren 
Township’s director of planning and 
economic development, will be present at 
the April 17 regular meeting to talk about 
the Lake Ordinance recently passed by the 
township.

Due to vandalism and deteriorating 
building conditions, Westland Rest Area 
912 on I-275 will be closed temporarily 
for repairs, including the parking lots.

runway and into a fence. There were 109 
passengers and seven crew members on the 
plane. Some suffered bumps and bruises 
and there was one set of stitches. 

The high winds had caused the air traffic 
control tower at Willow Run to evacuate 
and send control to the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, according to the Federal Aviation 
Administration. The Detroit airport 
frequently takes over air traffic control for 
the space, the FAA said. 

The National Transportation Safety Board 
investigated at the scene and on Saturday 
the plane was removed from the field. The 
NTSB continues its investigation into the 
cause of the crash. The plane was operated 
by Ameristar Jet Charter, Inc. 

The U of M passengers got to the playoffs 
just an hour before game time and won and 
on Sunday the team won again to capture 
the Big Ten Title. 

It was a perfect storm for evergreen 
trees, said Belleville’s DPW Director Rick 
Rutherford. He said with the mild winter 
temperatures not freezing the ground 
deeply, the saturated soil, and the shallow 
root balls of evergreens, the winds that 
gusted to 78 mph, knocked them down 
with ease. They were across roads and into 
houses and across tombstones and broke 
down a fence at Hillside Cemetery.

warming center at Belleville High School’s 
athletic department for those who were 
without power. This was in cooperation 
with the City of Belleville and Sumpter 
Township. The high school was a central 
location, Supervisor McNamara said. He 
said 30 people worked to get the shelter set 
up and let people know about it. 

It was a warm place to stay with a 
microwave to use and people could take 
showers if they brought their own towels 
and soap. By Sunday afternoon, most of 
the power had been returned to local homes 
and people stopped coming to the shelter, 
so it closed, Supt. Kudlak said. 

Those that stayed at home had a hard 
time, since temperatures dipped to the teens 
Friday night and into the week end. Then it 
started snowing on Monday morning and 
drivers were spinning out on Interstate 
94 — one west of Haggerty eastbound 
at 7:20 a.m., a spinout in the median 
near Rawsonville Road at 7:56 a.m., and 
another spinout in eastbound traffic at the 
rest stop shortly thereafter. There were lots 
of vehicle accidents all morning. 

Belleville’s DPW Chief Rutherford said 
Mary Talaga in Belleville, a popular school 
crossing guard and widow of Belleville 
Fire Chief Tony Talaga, had three pines 
come down in her yard. She said she and 
Tony bought and planted the trees when 
they were little sticks about a foot tall. 

In Sumpter there was a field fire reported 
at about 11 a.m. Wednesday on Bemis Road 
across from Regency Kennel and Belleville 
Fire Department was called as mutual aid. 
Then, Belleville FD was cancelled in route

because Sumpter FD found just a smoking 
field and put it out.

Sumpter Planners to set up workshop 
to consider future land use

The Sumpter Township Planning 
Commission will set a workshop session 
to consider future land use as part of the 
updated master plan being assembled. 

At the commission’s regular meeting 
March 9, zoning administrator Chris Atkin 
of Carlisle Wortman, said his firm has 
worked on the master plan for several years 
as the consultants changed. 

Sumpter Trustee Matthew Oddy, who sits 
on the commission, said the work started 
in 2014 with Laura Kreps and then they 
were waiting for the results of the public 
survey. 

“And, it snowballed from there,” he 
said, noting the commission became 
occupied with other matters. Meanwhile, 
the consultant then changed to Matthew 
Lonnerstater and now to Atkin. 

Atkin said he would check with the others 
about the status of the master plan work 
and see if things have changed since those 
parts were written. 

“We probably can get this buttoned up 
quickly,” he said. 

He said the planning commission would 
make a recommendation to the township 
board and once the board approves there are 
some 60 days for surrounding communities 
to comment on Sumpter’s plan. 

“The clock starts ticking,” he said. 

Atkin said he would check things out 
with his coworkers and then propose a date 
for the workshop. 

In other business in its half-hour meeting 


March 9, the commission: 

e Heard Atkin report he has forwarded the 
solar panel ordinance to township attorney 
Rob Young for review. He said he created 
it as a special land use in an Industrial 
district; 

e Heard Oddy report that attorney Young 
is working at clarifying wording for the 
township’s original marijuana ordinance 
now that the state has updates. “I thought 
it was simple,’ Oddy said, referring to 
changing details. “I thought it was pretty 
simple,” he said. “Not when you give it to 
lawyers,” noted Commissioner Jim Clark; 

e Heard Oddy report he also asked 
attorney Young to get more information 
on the new medical marijuana law that 
goes into effect next Dec. 17. Oddy said 
he wanted to know how much money the 
township would get if it opted into having 
marijuana businesses in Sumpter. Atkin 
said every week he gets drop-ins and phone 
calls from people interested in a marijuana 
business in Sumpter; and 

e Heard chairwoman Jane Stalmack ask 
if the township has ordinances on wind 
turbines and outdoor furnaces. Atkin said 
he would check.

they are negotiating and the township 
is hiring Plante Moran to review the 
Waste Management books for third-party 
validation of the dollars and tonnage 
involved at the Woodlands landfill. He 
said the township has used Freedom of 
Information Act requests of “pretty much” 
every landfill in the state and, “We will 
have the Bible on host agreements”; 

e Heard Ernie Tozer say the original host 
agreement states the golf course cannot be 
used for landfill or landfill-related use, but 
the fifth amendment to the agreement allows 
the landfill to expand there. McNamara

Five school employees thanked the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
for the wellness program they have been 
given since January 2016. 

At Monday’s school board meeting Abdul 
Madyun, Director of Human Resources, 
explained the district has been offering a 
few programs to employees to promote 
wellness and safety. 

He said all employees have the option 
of attending two classes per week at Pryde 
Athletics in Belleville and it has been very 
well received. He said the district pays for 
the sessions. 

He said 60 employees have signed up. 

Five employees got up at various times 
throughout the board meeting to expand on 
how the exercise programs at Pryde have 
improved their lives and given them more 
energy. A paraprofessional said she lost 
more than 50 pounds. 

“It’s been a positive influence,” Madyun 
said. 

He also said 50 staff members have 
been trained so far in Cardio Pulmonary 
Resuscitation (CPR) in a program in 
conjunction with Van Buren Township 
Recreation Department. Any employee 
interested may sign up and the daylong, 
Saturday training session is paid for by the 
school district. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting the 
school board: 

e Heard a presentation by Savage 
Elementary School Principal Lisa Preuss 
and four teachers on new programs at the 
school to build a positive environment. 
She said the school now averages 95% 
monthly attendance rates. There was a long 
presentation and a video show on Class 
DoJo, a computer program free to teachers 
that includes students taking pictures of each 
other, teachers sending pictures of students 
home to their parents, and a focus on several 
moral teachings, such as persistence. Preuss 
said every grade and all the staff is involved 
in DoJo; 

e Heard the first reading of about 60 pages 
of board policy updates. Most were changes 
mandated by changes in state law; 

e Heard School Supt. Pete Kudlak 


announce that James Williams, director of 
building and grounds, has two more bids to 
get for work to demolish the ECDC building 
and build a parking lot. Once the costs are 
in, the board can decide what it wants to do 
there; 

e Heard Supt. Kudlak list his six goals, 
a part of the abbreviated evaluation process 
he is undergoing; 

e Approved the hiring of Nicole Beckham 
as a Human Resources Specialist in the 
Administration Building as of March 15; 
Lynda Kime for Payroll in the Administration 
Building as of March 27; and Jane Stalmack 
as Special Projects Coordinator at the 
Administration Building as of March 13; 

e Heard Trustee Sherry Frazier state that 
attorney bills for January have come in and 
they are $30,691.75. She said taking this 
much away from the educational budget to 
pay attorneys is “shameful;” 

e Heard a report from board member 
Kelly Owen on the BHS band that went to 
Indianapolis to perform with 59 other bands 
from across the country. Trustee Frazier 
noted that two of the BHS band members 
were named to the 2017 Honor Band of 
America; 

e Heard a report from teacher Aaron 
Lange about the BHS Robotics Team that 
competed in St. Joseph, MI, the team’s first 
competition since organizing. The rookie 
team was among the top 12 of the 40 teams 
competing. BHS won the Highest Rookie 
Seed Award and the Rookie Inspiration 
Award. “I never cheered for an inanimate 
object before,” Lange said. The team’s next 
competition is April 7-8 at Churchill High 
School in Livonia; 

e Heard Supt. Kudlak announce that 
district individuals won medals in the recent 
Science Olympiad; and 

e Heard the boys’ basketball team won 
the district game on Friday and made it to 
the regionals where they lost to Romulus, 
72-55. Also, the girls’ team won the district 
title on March 3 and made it to regionals, 
where they lost in the regional final to Ann 
Arbor Huron.

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David Radecki bound over to circuit court on four counts

Border Patrol agent and former 
Belleville assistant scoutmaster David 
Arthur Radecki, 38, has been bound over 
to circuit court for a 
March 24 arraignment 
on the information on

sexual conduct-2"4 
Maaar degree (person under 
13) and accosting a 


Radecki child for immoral 
purposes. There are also two misdemeanor 
charges: aggravated indecent exposure and 
indecent exposure. 

On Friday he was before 34" District 
Court Judge Brian A. Oakley for his 
preliminary exam. 

The alleged victim offered the only 
testimony before Judge Oakley ruled there 
was enough probable cause to bind over to 
the higher court. Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Michelle Ann Jarczewski asked 
the judge to add an additional charge 
750.142c2, but after the testimony, Judge 
Oakley denied the extra charge. 

The exam that had been scheduled for 
8:30 a.m. began around 8:40 and the judge 
gave an order to the Independent, the only 
media present, about suppressing the name 
of the victim and any details about the 
victim’s identity. 

Then Judge Oakley was presented with 
paperwork saying that Detroit media, 
which had been expected earlier, finally 
had arrived and wished permission to enter 
the courtroom and set up their cameras and 
microphones. 

Judge Oakley denied any other media 
entering the courtroom since the exam had 
begun. 

The boy, now 13, testified that he was 
a member of the Boy Scouts in Belleville 
and that Radecki was assistant scoutmaster. 
He said that on the day in question (Oct. 1, 
2016) he was at the church (St. Anthony 
Catholic Church) with Radecki and some 
other scouts. He said Radecki called his 
mother to say that he wanted to take scouts 
to the Romulus Athletic Center pool. 

The boy said he thought other scouts were 
coming along, but he was the only one with 
Radecki. 

The boy said Radecki, as he drove, asked 
if the boy would change into his swimsuit 
in front of him. The boy said he didn’t 
care, but asked if he could use a stall. He 
testified that Radecki sighed and said he’d 
be disappointed, so he changed in front of 
him in the locker room. 

When they were in the pool, he said 
Radecki put his arms between his legs and 
flipped him over his shoulders in the water 
and Radecki’s forearm touched his penis. 
That happened twice, he said. 

Back in the locker room, he said he was 
asked to change in front of Radecki again 


and he did. The boy said then Radecki 
asked how big he was and how much hair 
he had. 

The boy said he showed him his penis 
after pulling his pants down. Then, he said, 
Radecki showed the boy his penis and it 
was erect. He said Radecki pulled it up to 
his stomach with his hands so he could see 
everything. Radecki said he shaves. 

The boy said Radecki told him his penis 
was big for his age and he needed a shave. 

The boy testified that Radecki told him 
his penis got hard because the boy looked 
at it. 

The boy said afterward while driving in 
the car, Radecki said, “Don’t tell anybody 
because I could lose my position, my 
family and my job.” 

“I didn’t think anything of it. I wasn’t 
going to tell,” the boy said, adding it made 
him feel uncomfortable. 

Radecki dropped the boy off at his 
mother’s work. He said two men there 
made comments about the scout leader and 
the mother called Romulus Police. 

Defense attorney David Jones conducted 
the cross examination and asked the boy if 
he felt uncomfortable only after the men 
made comments about Radecki and the 
boy said no. 

Jones pointed out Radecki picked him up 
and took him to and from scout meetings at 
least four times because his mother didn’t 
have transportation even though an adult 
scout leader isn’t supposed to be alone with 
a scout and he could get in trouble. Jones 
said the boy had been alone with him at 
least eight times — coming and going — and 
he never made the boy feel uncomfortable 
before. 

Jones said Radecki never used his hands 
to grab the boy and the boy agreed. The 
boy also agreed Radecki never put his 
hands down the boy’s pants. His forearm 
touched his penis twice in the pool. 

The scout leader and the boy regularly 
talked about girls, and school, and puberty, 
the boy said. Radecki also showed the 
boy some tricks on how to wrap a towel 
around his waist to keep covered while 
he changed into his trunks, but that didn’t 
work, so Radecki held the towel up for him 
to change. 

At this point, Jones asked for a sidebar 
with Judge Oakley and then asked anyone 
under 16 to leave the courtroom. Several 
young people left. 

Jones continued his cross examination 
of the witness and the boy agreed he told 
Radecki he was uneasy about being un- 
circumcised and Radecki told him not to 
worry about it. 

Jones said it is not unusual to see naked 
men in the shower room. The boy said 
he was not required to take showers at 
school. 

Jones said Radecki showed the boy 
his penis, but he was holding it, saying 
he shaved, but not stroking it. The boy 
agreed. 


Jones said the two changed in opposite 
corners of the locker room and, “He never 
put his hands on you, did he?” The boy said 
he didn’t. 

After they were done at the pool, Radecki 
took the boy to Applefest and there they 
saw Radecki’s wife and daughters. “You 
asked to stay overnight at their house,” 
Jones said, and the boy said he didn’t. 

Prosecutor Jarczewski asked the witness 
if Radecki said the boy could spend the 
night, but his wife and kids wouldn’t be 
back until 11 p.m. The boy said that was 
true and that he didn’t want to stay the 
night. 

The boy also agreed they talked about the 
size of their organs in the locker room. 

Jones said that the man and boy talked 


about puberty many times and the boy 
asked what a normal-size penis for a boy 
his age was and Radecki said he would 
check. 

Jones gave his reasons why Radecki 
shouldn’t be bound over and said, “I think 
this case is a huge over-reach.” 

After he bound him over for trial, Judge 
Oakley continued Radecki’s bond and his 
tether. 

Radecki is a former Belleville resident and 
1997 graduate of Belleville High School. 
He most recently resided in Livonia with 
his wife and two daughters. 

Romulus Detective Harkins is the officer 
in charge of the case, but Detective Kelly 
Fragodt filled in for her at this session.

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Judge Oakley dismisses case brought 
from Flat Rock by Huron Police

On March 8, a witness was testifying 
about how the defendant had smashed her 
head into the wall, punched her in the face, 
and kicked her repeatedly around the body, 
until her four-year-old child asked him to 
stop hurting Mommy and he stopped. 

When Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Hillary Zizu mentioned the address of the 
trailer in which it happened, 34" District 
Court Judge Brian A. Oakley stopped the 
testimony in the preliminary exam.. 

“We don’t do Flat Rock,” Judge Oakley 
told Assistant Prosecutor Zizu. “I have no 
jurisdiction in Flat Rock.” 

The prosecutor said a portion of the City 
of Flat Rock is covered by Huron Township 
Police. 

Judge Oakley said that may be, but 34" 
District Court doesn’t cover Flat Rock. He 
said he traveled the 34" court district when 
he was running for reelection and talking 
to voters and and he knows exactly where 
the boundaries are. 

Suspect Fedal Lamont Beasley’s defense 
attorney Adam Devlin promptly made a 
motion to dismiss the case for proper venue 
and Judge Oakley granted the motion. 

Beasley had been in the Wayne County 
Jail on charges of assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than murder and 
domestic violence. 

The charges could be refiled by the 
Monroe County Prosecutor. 
Thomas Gottschalk 

Thomas Gottschalk got a plea deal on 
his charge of assault on Dec. 17 in Van 
Buren Township and pled guilty to a 
lesser misdemeanor charge of aggravated 
domestic violence. His attorney Brian 
Prain had worked out a deal for a 769.4a 
(conditional) sentence and if that turns out 
not to be possible by them finding some 
charge in his client’s background, he would 
like to withdraw the plea and Judge Oakley 
agreed. 

Gottschalk told Judge Oakley he touched 
Helen Gottschalk in an offensive manner 
that caused injury requiring medical 
attention. Judge Oakley sentenced him 
to 18 months of probation, with no 
contact with the victim, and a 52-week 
domestic violence course. He was sent to 
the probation department to work out the 
details of his sentence. 

Ken Toney was the officer in 
charge of the case.

John Michael Nichols waived his 
preliminary exam on a charge of operating 
while intoxicated-3" in VBT and was 
bound over to circuit court for a March 22 
arraignment on the information.

Joshua Lee Morris

PRODUCTS. 


THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ("Township"), COUNTY OF WAYNE, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 


Section 42-151 PURPOSE. To prohibit the use and sale of pavement sealant products containing >0.1% Polycyclic Aromatic 
Hydrocarbons (PAHs) by weight, including coal tar based sealer in the Township of Van Buren in order to protect, restore, and 
preserve the quality of its waters and protect the health of its residents. 


Section 42-152 DEFINITIONS. The addition of definitions specific to the Pavement Sealant Industry and this ordinance. 


Section 42-153 PROHIBITIONS ON USE OF COAL TAR PRODUCTS. Sets the restrictions on Pavement Sealants with a 


Polycyclic Aromatic Hydrocarbon (PAH) content greater than 0.1%. 


Section 42-154 REGISTRATION AND REPORTING REQUIREMENTS AND PROCEDURES FOR COMMERCIAL 


APPLICATORS. Established that all commercial pavement sealant applicators must register with the Township’s Building 
Department in order to apply pavement sealant in the Township. 


Section 42-155 ASPHALT BASED SEALCOAT PRODUCTS. Lowers the allowable PAH limit from 1.0% to 0.1%. 


Section 42-156 PENALTIES AND ENFORCEMENT. Establishes fines and the ability for the Township to request an 


injunction/equitable relief for violations of this ordinance. 


Section 42-157 SEVERABILITY. In the event that any one or more sections, provisions, phrases or words of this article shall 
be found to be invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect the validity or the enforceability of the 
remaining sections, provisions, phrases or words of this article. 


Section 42-158 CONFLICTS. If any provision of this article conflicts with any provision of any other township general 
ordinance or zoning ordinance, the most restrictive provision shall apply. 


Section 42-159 EFFECTIVE DATE. The provisions of this article shall take effect upon publication in a newspaper of general 


circulation within the township.
